— Burley, the Lake Erie pirate, has been 
handed over to the I nked States. He was 
brought Irom Toronto on Friday night last, 
in a special train, guarded by Canadian 
soldiers, and carried across the Suspension 
Bridge at Niagara, where he was delivered 
up to the officers of the I'nited States and 
taken to Detroit, where he is to be tried be- 
fore the I'nited States District Court. 

KapolOOS'l "Life of Ca sar" is to be pub- 
lished in France in three editions viz: L, in 
a magnilieent Bf/O, solely for learned insti- 
tutions, ambassadors, and erudite scholars 
and personal friends of the author; II., in 
costly and very jjrand Bvo for the wealthy 
at twenty-live francs per copy; III., in 
plain Hvo at ten francs for the commonalty. 

— A number of the eitizeus of Philadel- 
phia, a few weeks siin e, ordered a splendid 
grautl Piano for M rs. ( M'ticral Grant. The 
instrument is magnificently finished with 
an elaborately ornamented ro-ewood ease. 
It will be preseuted to Mrs. Grant in a few 
days. The cost of the Piano was $ 1,200. 

—The Spanish Journals state that two 
young men, sentenced to death for mur- 
der, underwent the punishment of the gar- 
rotte during the late severe weather tit Bon- 
etilla tie la Sierra, in the province of Mad- 
rid. The (JiK'tm had spared the life of one 
of them, but the quantity of snow which 
had fallen having interrupted the commu- 
nications, even by electric telegraph, the or- 
der for suspending the execution did 
not arrive until two hours after the man 
was dead. 

The number of scholars in attendance at 
the public schools of California last year 
was :U,17.">. The whole number of teachers 
employed is 1,070, of whom t Vy> were males 
and ."»I4 females. The average monthly 
wages of male teachers is ?73 ss, and of fe- 
male teachers $.~>1 91. The average length 
of the schools is 6 months and 'SI days, and 
the teachers are paid only for the time they 
are actually employed. The total valua- 
tion of the school property of the State is 
1037,871. of which Sun Francisco owns one- 
fifth. 

A I k a Fbai d.— The high price of tea 
has stimulated fraud. A new preparation 
has been made in New York of wheat 
husks taken from the barn foot after 
threshing, slightly crushed, and then color- 
ed black or green for the different varieties 
of tea which it is designed to adulterate. 
Ttiis article is styled "Japan Tea," and is 
already extensively used in New York and 
Philadelpnia, where it is sold to grocers for 
mixing with genuine tea, which they sell at 
from 7"> cents to ^1 50 per pound. 

The price of the adulteration is from 
twenty to thirtv cents per pound. It is 
lasteress, and may be perfectly harmless, if 
i lu re is nothing poisonous in the coloring 
matter. 

— It is proposed to Hank the Illinois Ship 
Canal, and the Niagara Falls Ship Canal 
Drqject, by ceding the Erie Canal to the U. 
States, on receiving Irom the General Gov- 
ernment the amount of the outstanding 
drills created by its construction; the canal 
is to be free forever to the use of all the 
States, and to be enlarged in its locks at the 
expense of the General Government, so as 
to pass six hundred ton merchant steamers, 
which would go from Buffalo to New York 
iu six days, instead of fourteen as at pres- 
ent, and.let gunboats, in time of war, se- 
curely pass from the ocean to the lakes. 

— A rare and ancient coin was recently 
presented to the Yale College Numismatic 
Collection. It bears Greek inscriptions, 
though struck in a Grecian city subject to 
the Roman empire. The piece was coined 
in TV— 1 during the reign of Hadrian. The 
people of .Egetc reckoned their years from 
the battle o' Pharsolia, fought August, 48 
B. C. The date, 1S4 of their era, shows that 
this coin was struck between Aug., LHi and 
Aug., 1:57. 

— No less than eleven boys wero turned 
out of the district schools in Cleveland the 
week before last for being drunk in school. 
Investigation has disclosed the fact that 
nearly half of the schoolboys in that citv, 
from ten to eighteen years of age, are in the 
constant habit of visiting low drinking sa- 
loons. 

— Robert A. West, Esq., formerly the 
principal editor of the Washington Chran- 
icle, and for twenty years one of the edi- 
tors of the New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser, died on the evening of the 1st at his 
residence at Georgetown, in the 57th year of 
his ag<». Mr. West was well and favorably 
know n in literary circles in this country, 
and enjoyed a high reputation as a journal- 
ist. Since January, 1S05, he has held a 
place in the War Department, where he 
was head of the Bureau of Military Jus- 
tice.

There is nothing of special interest to 
note to-day. It is generally conceded that 
there is no probability of the immediate 
removal of Gen. Burbridge. 

The radicals can scarcely hope to procure 
the unconditional ratification of the consti- 
tutional amendment. Many are beginning 
to think that it will be the best plan to join 
with the conservatives in a conditional rat- 
ification, with a view to carry the matter 
before the people in the next canvass. If 
the amendment is condiiionally ratilied, 
the condition can aud will be removed here- 
after; while it is contended, with some show 
of reason, that, if the amendment is reject- 
ed by this Legislature, its decision cannot 
be reviewed. One thing is certain: the 
question cannot be ignored, though man v 
would be very glad to dodge it. And as 
members take position now ao they must 
stand or fall before the people hereafter. 

The position of Senator Robinson is a 
little curious. By his readiness to eman- 
cipate in any event, whether the amend- 
ment becomes law or not, he virtually 
yields the whole ground claimed by the 
radicals; and it is very probable that he 
merely claims compensation as u matter of 
policy, to "let them down easy." He will 
yet be found ou the right side.

Cannot the Reigu of Terror be Broken t

Numbers of the most horrible and heart- 
rending atrocities ate constantly perpetrated 
almost in our very door-yards by rebel 
guerrillas, with but a qualified condemna" 
tion from men and women, from whom we 
have a right to expect better things. What 
is the cause of this unnutural state of 
affairs? Has the frequent occurrence of 
these bloody tragedies deadened the sensi- 
bilities of the people until they can look 
upon the shooting down of a human being 
iu cold blood as only a trilling pastime for 
scoundrels? Or are they terrified into 
speaking wilh bated breath and blanched 
cheek? We hope neither cause will longer 
be effective iu preventing the protection 
our distressed population needs. Something 
must be done; but what? That is the qm s- 
tion. The Federal Government has now to 
concentrate its energies. Immense as our 
armies are, they must and will be strength- 
ened by new levies, great armies in them- 
selves. This will necessarily leave large 
tracts of countrv exposed to the depredations 
of guerrillas. Ilow then are the jteople to be 
saved from these impending horrors unless 
they savo themselves? How, though, is 
this to be done? We answer by at once be- 
coming thoroughly loyal. This will pro- 
duce harmony of actiou and create a lofty 
determination that will find effective ami's 
and turn every tree aud bush into an aven- 
ger. Loyally alone can restore quiet and 
secure obedience to law, for loyalty alone 
is law. Let our people then meet together 
at convenient places, and in calm, deliber- 
ate speeches exhort each other to reason, to 
throw aside dead questions, and elevate 
themselves 10 that level of patriotism and 
good sense which is commensurate with 
the magnitude of the crisis upon us. This 
once done effectively and there will be as 
quiet times in Kentucky as in < >hio. Guer- 
rillas cannot live in such an atmosphere. 
Before a lofty spirit of determined patriot- 
ism, merging the people, who have a com- 
mon interest, into it solid loyalty, they 
would disappear as if by magic. 

We, however, must not expect so desir- 
able a state of things to come suddenly 
about. Much may be dono by good men 
towards such a consummation; and let 
none fail to act, because all cannot be at- 
tained at once. In the meantime we must 
organize into independent bands wheres ef 
practicable for givinff tight on every pos- 
sible occasion. I u towns this can be done 
easily, and even in thickly-settled portions 
of the country. Let the scoundrels be 
bushwhacked wherever they go until they 
feel of Die same insecurity as that with 
w hich they have themselves so terrified the 
community. Make a business ot robber- 
hunting and robber-killing, and a change 
will soon transpire for the better. Let tho 
timid bo assured by the boldness of the 
brave, and terror lte aent to tho craven 
hounds who hunt down I'nion men to mur- 
der them. If there are neighbors so thor- 
oughly demoralized as to harbor the cut- 
throats, they must be visited w th a 
retribution that will deter a repetition 
of the offence. If necessary, they must be 
depopulated and re-peopled with Union 
refugees. The father's hand, if the son be 
a murderer, must be against the son, and 
the son's hand, if the father be a murderer, 
must be against the father. All faint-heart- 
ed ness and squeamishness must be done 
away with. No species of disloyaltv in 
word, act, or look, must be tolerated. Reb- 
el lips must be sealed, that our brave sol- 
diers who are with Grant and Sherman and 
Thomas, fighting for the glory and integri- 
ty of the laud, may feel that their homes 
are not desecrated or desolated by the devils 
incarnate to whom this rebellion has given 
life, and that their wives and little ones are 
not driven out by a terrorism disgraceful to 
the age.

Atwooo— Sirs: I 
have visited your tract of land in Harrison 
county, Ind., seventeen miles below this 
city, and a short distance from the river. 
The weather being severe and the ground 
frozen, the exploration I made of it w as sj t 
as thorough as it would kstOO bl en under 
other circumstances. My examination W'a i 
principally confined to a long ravine, in 
which there are now two engines at work. 
Two wells are being sunk, one haviin,- 
reached the depth of one hundred and tiftv 
feet. 

The compact rock around the hill is lime - 
stone that is slightly bituminous; on the 
top of one of the hills that was examined, 
there was much decomptwed sandrock, but 
for reasons already stated, these hills were 
not thoroughly explored. The most im- 
portant point, however, in connection with 
this region is the occurrence of a «*.«/// lime- 
stone, in seams, in the more compact rock, 
this contains petroleum, and at various 
points that were examined, oozed out in 
tlrops. There were also small masses of 
bitumen resulting from evaporation of t>o- 
troleuin that had passed out of the shale. 

I broke off much of the ' haly limestone 
at different points, and found the W i lms 
charged with petroleum, and as the frag- 
ments fell into the creek, the water became 
covered with layers ot the oil. 

Those engaged in boring the wells havn 
informed me that petroleum was struck at 
17 feet, 40 feet, SO feet, and 100 feet below 
the surface iu small quantities. At tins ■ 
points, the petroleum bearing rock already 
alluded to, must have been traced. 

The above facts, with all I have been able 
to gather in relation to the neighboring re- 
gions of Indiana and Kentucky, show th it 
petroleum indications are, to say the least 
of it, quite as favorable on your tract of laud 
as elsewhere.

The- 
attempt ot the Chicago party to haul down 
tbe national flag was received by the 11 1 
ion with a burst of scorn, and had" no prac- 
tical effect but that of confirming the lovaJ 
majority in their resolution to prosecute the 
war to a victorious issue.

dawn ot peace, .Tin, ,,v,l war arose out of 
the 'irrepressible conrticf (to use Mr Sew- 
ard's memorable exprts.si« )U 1 between tw < .
